not change either in name or num- 
ber on the buildings from the old sys- 
tem. Take Athabasca for instance, the 
new designation for Elizabeth it will 
be East Athabasca and the old ave- 
nue residents will gradvally adopt 
“west,” but even if not so designaiod 
it can easily be distinguished from the 
newer ‘‘east” designation, On Fraser 
Flats it lg proposed to retain the sanve 
old names but call them “roads,” 
which will mean that they are located 
on Fraser Flats, the use of roads being 
thus easily localized. 

There may be Some local objection 
to the “particular name applied to a 
street, but it is presumed that the 
council will not object to changing 
the name provided the initial letter 
does not conflict with the general 
scheme. Some persons might object 
to the name of Calgary street, as ap- 
plied to Syndicate and the continu- 
ation on Kirkness, and prefer the 
name of Chatham instead, 

Particular stress is laid to the in- 
formation that under the new scheme 
no street name crosses the river and 
the first thought of interpreting any 
address is the easily recognized loca- 
tion on the particular side of the river 
where the street or avenue may be 
found.

As the debate on the Transcon- 
tinetital report progresses, the hos- 
tile attitude of the Government 
and its supporters towards the 
project and its purposes becomes 
more and more evident. While 
the Solieitor-General measurably 
guarded his remarks and dealt 
chiefly with details, he did not 
refrain from the declaration that 
the enterprise could not be finan- 
cially successful. But later speak- 
ers on the Government side went 
much fiirther. Armstrong, of 
liambton, declared that there was 
no possibility of sufficient traffic 
being secured for the Transconti- 
nental unless the country experi- 
enced an abnormal and unexpect- 
ed development. He said that with 
47,000 miles of railway in Canada 
costing one and one-half billions 
of dollars, the burden on the 
country was already too great, 
and a halt should be called in 
railway construction. Davidson, 
of Annapolis, N.S., supported the 
contention of the Investigating 
Commission, that the railroad 
should not have been built east of 
North Bay. Through all three 
speeches of Meighen, Armstrong 
and Davidson there ran the thread 
of pretest on behalf of the C.P.R. 
Davidson held that it was imper- 
tinenee on the part of the Liberal 
Governm: int to undertake the con- 
struetion of a transcontinental 
railway when one had already 
been constructed by a Conserva 
tive Government. Meighen insist- 
ed that because the O.P.R. used 
velocity grades the 
nental should be compelled to use 
them. Apparently the fight in 
1914 as the last rail of the Trane 
continental being laid is on 
the same issue as in 1903, when 
the proposals were first presented 
to Parliament, That is, shall 
the Canadian Pacific Railway 
have a monopoly of the transpor- 
tation of Canada. The arguments 
of the Conservative Opposition of 
that day in support of the monop- 
poly then existing are repeated 
by the same party—now the Gov- 
ernment.

While it is a fact that the 
last rails are being laid, there still 
remains a large amount of con- 
structive work to be done in the 
way of completion, vast sums 
must be spent in equipment, and 
time must be taken in the work of 
creating and building up traffic 
before the enterprise can become 
fully established. At this instant, 
when the huge expenditures nec- 
essary in construction have been 
largely made, and when there 
riust necessarily be a lengthy wait 
before returns can come from 
traffic, the Government in power 
chooses to attack the credit of the 
enterprise through the report of a 
purely partisan Royal Commission 
and by the declarations of them- 
selves and their supporters on the 
floor of Parliament. If they were 
unwarranted in standing for rail- 
way monopoly in 1903—and the 
people of Canada decided against 
them at the elections of 1904 and 
1908—they are more greatly to be 
condemned now that the enter- 
prise has been brought so nearly 
to completion so far as construc- 
tion is concerned, when the money 
of investors and of the country 
has been sunk to enormous 
amounts, Jn deliberately, persist- 
ently, and it may very well yet be 
successfully, aitempting to de 
stroy the enterprise. The condi- 
tion is the more critical in that 
at this moment the third transcon- 
tinental railway enterprise—the 
Canadian Northern—to which the 
country looked for a measure of 
competition, are appealing to the 
Government for enormous further 
aasistance in order to enable thein 
to complete and earry on their 
enterprise, The financial position 
of the Canadian Northern neces- 
sarily affects adversely the finan- 
cial position of the Grand Trunk 
Pacifie and renders the moneyed 
men of the world more distrustful 
of Canadian railway investments 
than they otherwise would be. 
That such a time should be taken 
to Jauneh the report and back up 
its contentions in Parliament as 
has been done can only be ered- 
ited to either absolute disregard

This article, although primarily 
tended for the edification of soccerites 
alone, may be aptly addressed to fans 
of all branches of sport Tir whic Gp- 
posing teams are engaged in contest 
and may perhaps, provide food for 
profitable reflection to all, 

The majority of the fans will come 
right out and declare themselves in 
favor of clean sport. Yet, to an im- 
partial observer attending the games, 
the very actions and behavior of some 
of those ranged around the field of 
play give the lie to the declaration, 
The referee's decisions are criticized 
and condemned, the players are in- 
cited to tactics in direct contradic- 
tion to the rules of the game, In the} 
majority of the cases where there has |! 
been trouble, and premeditated in- 
fringement of the rules, the fault rests 
with the fan, not the player. 

The follower of any line 
has the responsibility resting 
hands of keeping our sports 
manly and enjoyable. This does not 
mean that the players should act 
like a lot of milksops and adopt an 
“excuse me’ procedure, but merely. 
that, while playing the game for all 
they are worth, they should remem- 
ber not to overstep the mark, and in- 
troduce any illegal means to win or 
to handicap thelr opponents. Just | 
as the players realize that dirty tac- 
tics or ungentlemanly behavior will | 
not be countenanced for one moment 
for the spectators, and that the re- 
feree has the fans’ unqualified support 
then will all regrettable exhibitions 
be cut out, and the league games 
have a happy ending. 

Enthusiasm on the part of the fans 
is a most desirable adjunct to the 
game, and adds to the fascination of 
The more good nature root- 
harder the efforts of the 
players. Good humored criticism is 
welcomed at all times. But cut out

Supreme Court en Banc Consid- 
ers Appeal From Judgment of 
Chief Justice Harvey 


SOUTH HALF OF NORWOOD 
BOULEVARD IS INVOLVED 


Right tc Land Awarded to Alex. 
Rowland by Chief Justice—Is 
Worth $500,000 


(From Evening Edition) 
Appeal from the judgement of « hief 
Justice Harvey handed down on June 
2%, 1918, awarding to Alexander 
Rowland, who in 1886 homesteaded a 
quarter section of land in that part 
of the city now known as Norwood, 
a strip of land 66 feet wide, being half 
of Norwood Boulevard, between Na- 
mayo avenue and Carey street, com 


prising three acres of land valued at 
more than half million dollars was 
made ‘by the city of Edmonton pbetor 
the Supreme Court en bane yester- 
day Judgment was recerved, 
The history of tne case is as fol- 
lows In 1886 Alexander Rowland 
homesteaded a quarter 
land now known as Norwood. Ile 
secured his patent in 1890 and the 
same year moved to North Battle 
ford, where he has lived since. In 
1903 he sold the land to McDougall 
and Secord for $75 an acre, but when 
he came to sign the transfer he found 
that a strip of land two chains wide 
had been taken out of it for 
allowance. The legal allowance for a 
trail is one chain and he started ac- 
tion to recover half of the strip of 
land from the city, 

in 1895 surveyors had been sent 
over the land to survey the trail from 
Fort Saskatchewan to Edmonton and 
1cross hig land had marked out an 
irregular strip which at the point 
now known as Namayo avenue was 
about 66 feet wide, and at the point 
now known as Carey street was about

Later this was re- 
duced to a reguiar trail two chains 
or 132 feet wide, and when the cit)

When he signed the transfer to Me- 
Dougall and Secord it was for ali 
of the quarter section except the strip 
of land 182 feet wide. In July, 1912, 
the city started to grade the street. 
He took action to stop them on the 
grounds that the southern half of it 
was his property, having been ille- 
gally reserved by the council of the 
Northwest Territories, Therefore, the 
city transferred its grading operations 
to the northern half of the strip, 

In 1913, when Mr, Rowland’s ¢ 
came to court, Chief Justice Harvey 
gave judgment in his favom. By the 
judgment the city was deprived of 
the strip of land 66 feet wide, and 
the property owners on the south side 
of the street found their lots seques- 
tered that distance from a ‘public 
highway
